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among us—a conscientious and respectable minority— 
who hold slight regard normal school courses and 
classes and scientific pedagogy. For the most 
part. they are efficient teachers themselves, men and 
women who have learned their business the school 
experience and who have faith ologies and isms. 
Sometimes, and quite unjustly, they are hailed with 
good-natured derision and referred hidebound moss- 
backs. 

Such teachers claim that the way learn teach 
start teaching. They believe, for instance, that 
the average young religious will know more about practi- 
cal pedagogy the end one year actual classroom 
work than the termination full normal course. 
Like good old Thomas ’Kempis, they would rather have 
compunction than know how define it. The termin- 
ology educational theorists grates their nerves, and 
they think the practical end education best served 
teaching penmanship, spelling, simple addition and the 
letter the Baltimore catechism. 

The most serious objection brought against men 
and women this school that they are self-confessed 
surface thinkers. They can see, with commendable dis- 
tinctness vision, far the end their noses; but 
they can see farther. Were not for the saving gift 
Christian faith, they would probably out and out 
materialists. 

The technique teaching hardly demands apology, 
but does require constant justification. any art 
profession the man who sees his work whole possesses 
big advantage over the man who sees but inch 
time. Scientific and systematic training the 
art pedagogy gives the young teacher certain breadth 
and depth vision which mere and exclusive class 
training can confer. There wide difference between 
the plodding, short-sighter, blatantly “practical” instruc- 
tor and the widely-read, open-minded, systematically 
trained educator. the difference between the sign- 
painter and the artist. 

The supreme thing education the personality 
the teacher. All else being equal, the man who thor- 
oughly cultured, well read, discerning and systematic has 
tremendous advantage over his brother teacher who 
adept rapid calculation but who wearies reading 
Bishop Spalding. 

Disregard the technique teaching very like 
disregard organization religion. The teacher who 
says, “I’ve never read Horne Dr. Shields, but have 
method own,” delightfully smug and illogi- 
cal the man the street who asserts that one religion 
good another. Scientific pedagogy may trifle 
slow turning out the finished product, but the finished 
product worth waiting for. 

The most valuable asset the trained, cultured teacher 
the conviction that, far methods are concerned, 
there can finality. The man who boasts that his 


particular system teaching five hundred years old 


really condemning both himself and his system. Peda- 
like all things, fluid state, and many 
ways constantly changing. Students the theory 
education have the supreme advantage being able 
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suit their teaching the times which they live, with- 
out running the extremes and excesses either the 
fossil the opportunist.

The papers are discussed informally and expressions 
views solicited from teachers various ages and 
years experience. Specimen lessons, short 
nating, also form part the regular program. Besides, 
entertainment features are provided which serve bring 
out teachers who might not otherwise take conspicu- 
ous part the proceedings. 

The chief merit the quarterly conventions lies 
the fact that they serve bring all the teachers together. 
Each community longer sea-girt isle the peda- 
gogical sea. Less formal than annual institutes, which 
often are fatiguing both soul and body, these quarterly 
conventions prove both helpful and recreative. 

They serve supplement the work the annual 
institute yet another way. the larger gatherings, 
where several teaching orders are represented, gener- 
ally only the most experienced members 
who essay stand and talk out meeting. But 
the quarterly assemblages more intimate family 
affair, and there sensitiveness whatsoever about tak- 
ing active part the proceedings.

school directors and superintendents remind them 
that picture-frames awry are not necessarily artistic and 
that the picturesque necessity known the waste paper 
basket ought have definite local habitation. The 
said inspectors need occasionally instruct the said jani- 
tors that unoccupied desks may occupied some day, 
and that anyhow desk should not made mare’s 
nest broken pencils, coverless books, discarded tablets, 
empty ink bottles and bits chalk, much less odorus 
free lunch counter for perspicacious rodents. 

Janitors are, course, busy persons. Sometimes they 
have too much do; more often they think they have. 
But, whatever the facts the case, there legitimate 
reason for any janitor invent and cherish decorative 
scheme that tends breed distress, disorder and disease. 
Long ago knew janitor who swept classroom 
entering with what musical critics call magnificent 
attack, depositing coal scuttle with terrific clangor and 
then solemnly waving his broom three times. 
incantation the performance had its merits; but the dust 
still lingered fondly. Such janitor would enormous 
expense even the princely salary nothing per month. 


Bible Readings.—It sound principle fraternal 
charity share one another’s joys. Some few years 
ago got good deal help and inspiration from little 
book Senator Beveridge. “The Bible Good Reading.” 
That book worth the attention every teacher, for 
shows one way approaching the problem interest- 
ing our pupils the best that written. course, 
has shortcomings—so many books have!—but when 
cut our wisdom teeth learn that the secret reading 
aright look for merits rather than defects. 

little thought and selection and discrimination 
our part will enable interest our children the most 
interesting and vital portions the book books. Could 
not, for instance, institute weekly period from the 
Bible and fill the time with selections from those chap- 
ters the inspired text that have made the greatest im- 
pression us. Bible history very well its way, but 
has its limitations, and should supplemented 
excerpts from the Bible itself. 

Regrettable the fact may be, must recorded 
that biblical lore longer popular heritage. can 
our share keep the heroes and sages and noble 
women the Bible before the eyes our children. The 
stories David and Esther and St. Paul constitute sacred 
literature—with due emphasis both words. the 


didactic books the Bible have the wisdom ages. 
Let now and then put the blackboard verse from 
Proverbs and have informally discussed the class. 


wisdom swapping horses while 
crossing stream has rightly been regarded dubious, 
but there parallel between the proverbial trans- 
action and the occasional exchange classes. 
helpful and refreshing and illuminating all around 
exchange classes for period now and then. You 
may find, for instance, that the pupils Sister speak 
more distinctly than yours are accustomed do, that 
they cut their answers short and that they make less 
noise when they have occasion leave their seats. And, 
course, Sister will profit likewise from her sojourn 
your little world. The children also will benefit from 
the temporary change. 


Lectures Again.—Last month touched lightly 
the advantages derived from occasional lectures 
outsiders. re-reading that little paragraph suggests

His 
enthusiasm certain prove contageous, and one talk 
from him may the means firing laudable ambition 
and awakening dormant talent. 

Another good effect suggests itself. Often the chasm 
between the parochial school and the Catholic college 
made unnecessarily wide and deep. occasional visit 
from college instructor will serve bring the two in- 
stitutions closer and impress least some the school 
pupils with the advantages taking college work 
later on.

This extensive problem. task with which 
none singly quite able cope. But something 
ought done. Alumni and alumnae societies are 
helpful way, but only partial way. Too fre- 
quently graduate associations are merely ingenious 
ganizations for the acquisition school funds. 
effective, such societies must have fairly frequent 
ings and thorough solidification. All all, the subject 
merits the attention principals and teachers alike.

chism lesson. (d) Not bringing one’s self within the 
reach the children’s understanding. Making use 
abstract scientific terms instead simple, intelligible 
and concrete expressions, especially with young children. 
And St. LaSalle warns against the most serious ail 
faults, that daring attempt lesson religious 
instruction without sufficient and immediate preparation.

dents could obtain speed taking matter from dictation 
either from him from one another. This method 
still followed may schools, and where the demands 
business men are not very exacting competition very 
keen may linger for some years. comparing the old 
methods teaching shorthand have described 
them with those adopted the best schools teaching 
penmanship, the observant educator will impressed 
the radical differences the methods instruction. 
penmanship, true, the teacher dealing with 
simple subject which any child can understand. The 
letters the longhand alphabet are already familiar 
the student, and all that necessary develop fluency 
and proportion writing them. great deal practice 
under the direction the teacher given for the develop- 
ment rapidity execution. The work drilling 
the forms conducted enthusiastic manner, the 
teacher urging the students greater speed making the 
forms and more rapid transitions between the letters and 
words.

POINTS TEACHING CATECHISM. 


Rev. Thomas O’Brien (Brooklyn, Y.). 

The catechist should command stock apposite and 
interesting stories, culled from Bible History, the Lives 
the Saints and Church History. The brief, spirited tell- 
ing these relation with the doctrine moral lesson 
the catechism will render the lesson concrete, tangible, 
fascinating. This will supplement that accurate knowl- 
edge the church’s teaching, secured the study 
approved writers Christian doctrine. The catechist 
must know immensely more than will attempt teach; 
the knowledge should clear and accurate; and never 
must beyond beside the well-defined lines faith 
and morals, fixed the interpreter divine revelation. 
Having set forth these doctrines clear, intelligible lan- 
guage, analysing the answers the text, subdividing 
questions and answers into simpler forms, and reconstruct- 
ing these back into the text its equivalent, illustrations, 
stories, parables, proverbs, etc., will appeal mind and 
heart and conscience, will occasion right thinking, awaken 
appropriate feeling and quicken the moral sense. What 
different thing this is, compared with mere mechanical 
hearing wordy recitation the catechism, which not, 
and never can teaching, and which neither interests the 
pupils the study religion nor begets them love 
for its practices. 

The catechist must come before the class prepared 
teach divine truth, e., must know whom and what and 
how teach. Not only are complete and accurate 

knowledge Christian doctrine and familiarity with the

best methods teaching prerequisites, but careful pre- 
paration beforehand each new lesson essential for 
successful teaching. Garfield’s advice youthful teach- 
timely here: “See that you not feed your 
pupils cold victuals. Take the lesson into your mind 
anew, rethink it, and then serve hot and steaming, and 
your pupils will have appetite for Approved au- 
thors catechetical works should the daily compan- 
ions every teacher. Moreover, the aim each lesson, 
the material taught, and the method teaching it, 
should well mind before entrance into the classroom. 
The teacher’s sketch-book note-book lessons, written 
the shorthand catch words, phrases, topics, texts, etc., 
may profitably part the outfit every energetic 
catechist. not inform, but remind the teacher; 
does not destroy freedom but prevents digression; 
does not take much time, economizes the time both 
teacher and pupils; serviceable for the necessary re- 
view exercises; lessens the labor future teaching. 
Our most successful teachers plan their work and write 
out notes their lessons, and their success, part 
least, attributable this system their teaching. 

have suggested our teachers the following for each 
lesson: The lesson for home study should briefly 
explained beforehand class, striking the keynote, 
were, the lesson, pointing out the difficulties, get- 
ting pupils use the more difficult terms, and explaining 
where they cannot reasonably expected understand. 
Without this, study desultory task for the children, 
and easily shirked. During the lesson mindful 
the limited intelligence the pupils, and speak their 
language. The whole art questioning must brought 
bear what the catechim says, what means, and 
what teaches. concluding the lesson let these 
three just mentioned designed apply what has 
been taught the duties the Christian. failure 
this last that accounts for some the contradictions be- 
tween knowledge Christian doctrine and the practice 
the same. Children should not only learn the truths, 
but should also learn love and practice them. 


EXPLAINING PRAYERS CHILDREN.

This will have the most sal- 
utary effect upon their conduct, as, the mercy God, 
violent temptation permitted assail the Christian 
without the voice conscience being immediately raised 
warn the soul its danger. should, however, 
teach that guardian angels are not merely given com- 
panions, but helpers, the time temptation. But

All training the young has for its end the forming 
the men and women the future. But, are 
this effectively, must make clear ourselves the kind 
men and women wish our children become. St. 
Basil tells that the children are our hands like 
soft wax and can moulded any way. They are like 
young plants and can trained wish. They are 
like canvas prepared for painting which can traced 
the outlines either angel devil. 

other words, our children may become men and 
women, either good, bad indifferent. Much will de- 
pend upon the efforts which make, and the manner 
which they respond these efforts, for the formation 
their character. Hence, the necessity grasping well 
the principles which lie the foot this all-important 
work; that may labor intelligently and save our 
conscience with the thought that, some our children 
are disappoint the end, will not through 
lack effort through faulty method our part, but, 
despite all our efforts, that they so. The aim, then, 
Catholic education the formation character; and, 
that may treat our subject understandingly, let 
first define our terms. 

Definition Character. 

The word character commonly used, and such 
avariety ways, that, while all possess vague notion 
what means, would, sure, without some 
reflection find considerable difficulty defining it. The 
word itself comes from the Greek word which means 
engrave. Hence, character its derivation means the 
impression stamped upon coin indicate its value and 
distinguish from others. this sense speak 
the sacramental character Baptism, Confirmation and 
Holy Orders. Sometimes used synonym for 
reputation, and speak man having poor char- 
acter. its applied sense find the Catholic Encyclo- 
pedia giving broad meaning character, “The ex- 
pression the personality human being revealing 
itself his conduct.” this sense speak strong 
weak character. 

not any these senses that now speak 
character. shall adopt rather narrower application 


the word and, with the Encyclopedic Dictionary, define 


character “The sum the inherited and acquired ethical 
traits which give person his moral individuality,” 
which sense speak man woman character. 
Better still, and along the same line, with Father Hull, 
the Society Jesus, his lucid treatise the 
tion Character,” may define character “life domi- 
nated principles,” this distinguishing from life 
dominated mere internal impulses the circumstances 
around us. The man character, then, does not think 
and speak and act mere impulse moved the cir- 
cumstances the time and place. There is, according 
the definition have given, fixed purpose and 
consistency all that does. may good man 
bad man; but consistently and with deliberate 
purpose, because his life ruled principles, and 
strength and determination and firmness are everywhere 
manifest. Given the same conditions, rule always 
acts the same manner. The true purpose education, 
therefore, guide and fashion these principles that 
they may prove wellspring moral uprightness, and

virtuous thought, word and action, lasting through life. 
Two Elements Character Building. 

There are just two elements which enter into the 
building character: the original and inherited traits 
with which the child starts life, which are commonly 
called temperament; and the dispositions and tendencies 
which may afterwards have acquired. These are the 
two distinct component parts which character formed. 
The natural temperament comes inheritance, 
but the acquired tendencies and habits are largely de- 
pendent the will. Hence, each one his will, spite 
his inherited disposition and the influence his sur- 
roundings, plays important part the forming his 
own character, and becomes this extent directly re- 
sponsible for it. 

Character has, therefore, been well defined “com- 
pletely fashioned better still, “natural tem- 
perament completely fashioned the will.” all re- 
solves itself into question self-control. And this 
sense, well formed character the habitual disposition 
the will which controls the temperament and all ac- 
quired habits, directing them always towards what 
good and noble. And so, says Bishop Ullathorne, “God 
makes our nature, our will makes our character.” 
see the need directing the will the formation 
character. And here, precisely, where the teacher plays 
his her part supplementing the efforts the parents, 
or, often happens, supplying, far may be, 
for their inability neglect. The child comes the 
teacher with all the inherited tendencies its individual 
temperament. may bright and cheerful disposi- 
ton; may sad and gloomy: may irritable and 
quarrelsome; may sluggish even dull, accord- 
ing inherited qualities. fixed rule can laid down 
for the training such children. far possible the 
teacher has form estimate the individual and, 
his her dealings, make allowances for difference 
disposition. This may seem impossible the manage- 
ment the large number classroom; but, after all, 
there will only certain few who need special atten- 
tion, the rest will amenable the common discipline. 

The Good Every Child. 

There much that good every child, although 
what objectionable may seem predominate. must 
the aim every conscientious teacher bring out 
into bold relief whatever good, and gently correct 
whatever reprehensible; and this, all know from 
experience, requires prudence and tact and almost super- 
human patience. How many troublesome, self-willed, 
and even vicious child, has thus been reclaimed and 
moulded and started useful career the patient, 
perserving, sympathetic and encouraging help noble 
teacher! Only Heaven’s recording angel ever can reveal 
it. But, this much know well, that “they who instruct 
many justice shall shine stars for all enternity” 
(Dan. XII., 3); and “he who causeth sinner con- 
verted from the error his way, shall save his soul from 
and shall cover multitude sins.” (James 

this, course, shall have take into account 
the child’s environment. communications,” 
know, “corrupt good manners,” and child will seldom 
better than the company keeps. wish 
succeed, must, when possible, strive remove the 
child from all the influences which tend corrupt. Thus, 
having prepared the soil sympathetic understanding 
the natural disposition and temper this child and 
having done what can remove all corrupting in- 
fluences, are ready sow the seed which will bloom 
forth later into one the noblest things God—a man 
woman sterling, upright character. 
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Now, have just two means which may ac- 
complish this: our teaching and our example. And here 
that our religious teachers have never-to-be-for- 
gotten advantage; for they have the elevating, informing, 
ennobling support their supernatural teaching. The 
natural virtues, true, and wish lay especial empha- 
sis this point, must not disregarded; and punctuality, 
self-reliance, the spirit honor, courtesy, respect for our 
elders, consideration for others, regard for the properties, 
etc., are all natural foundations upon which supernatural 
virtues can always grounded, regarding them, g., 
the light duty God and charity toward our fellow- 
man. Then, addition these natural virtues, beyond 
which mere secular education not permitted advance, 
have the supernatural teachings our Faith, than 
which influence could more potent the building 
character. But, the truism may permitted, ex- 
ample better than precept; and nowhere its potency 
marked the life the religious teacher. The 
patience, gentleness, charity, fidelity, piety the teacher, 
mean more the child than hours instruction the 
same; while any lack these virtues the teacher will 
more undermine the child’s character than large 
amount evil influence the part its companions. 

The Striving After Ideals. 

Thus can the religious teacher above all others help 
the formation good moral character. Children 
formed have always before them ideal. the striv- 
ing after this ideal which materializes and renders concrete 
the principles which they live. Rightly formed char- 
acter, then, always based upon ideal; and 
helping the child discover this ideal that the function 
the religious teacher the formation character 
precisely consists. precept and example, such 
have just described, the child taught what means 
true man woman character. Gradually this 
concept becomes fixed the mind and there formed 
ideal what the child should be. The habitual striv- 
ing after this ideal all the various circumstances life 
generates the habits thought and word and action which 
become fixed principles conduct. his acceptance 
these principles and his fidelity them the child lays 
for all time the foundation rightly moulded character. 

are all influenced ideals. How beautifully the 
story Hawthorne’s Great Stone Face, which far 
possible his own words shall repeat for you, illustrates 
this truth! The Great Stone Face was work nature 
formed the perpendicular side mountain some 
immense rocks, which distance resembled the out- 
lines human face.

Such picture the “Village 
Choir” Adolph Lins. These happy 
children have taken hold each 
hands and are marching down the street, 
following the two geese and with others 
behind them.. The geese are cackling 
and the children laughing and shouting, 
with one little tot crying because has 
fallen down, wonder that the 
artist has called them the “Village 
how very happy they 
all seem, with the exception the one 
who has fallen, they trip gayly along, 
singing shouting they feel disposed, 
and laughing one another. 

Notice the little girl the extreme 
left the group. She seems very much 
amused the little boy next her 
whose wide-open mouth 
face tell furnishing his share 
the general clatter. Notice this little 
girl’s doll (shall not name since fulfills the 
purpose) made cloth draped around reeds. 
There frown her forehead, notwithstanding her 
smile. Perhaps she thinks the boy making too much 
noise. Notice the boy’s clear, bright eyes, and straight- 
forward look. swings his foot out before him 
walks and looks well pleased with himself and 
things general anyone the group.

Observe 
the old-fashioned way which her hair twisted 
knot the top her head. Notice that she the 
only one with bare feet. The little fellow sprawling 
the ground has twisted his face, closing his eyes and 
opening his mouth cry over his tumble, but know 
that his sister will help him and will soon feel 
happy the other children again. Notice the geese 
ahead the children. How plainly can tell that they 
are cackling! Notice the mouth the gander. ‘and the 
out-stretched neck his mate. Behind the children 
notice number geese and behind them people driving 
wagon. quite possible that the geese belong 
them and they are driving them into the village 
sold. The children may have heard their cackling, and 
formed their marching column, hurrying out into the 
street join the procession and share the fun. How 
joyfully thev enter into the spirit the sport, adding 
their accompaniment shouts and singing the gabbling 
the geese.

THE ARTIST. 

Adolf Lins, modern German artist. was born

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COMPOSITION AND LANGUAGE WORK.

They are therefore 
great extent the best manuals composition teacher 
can use. the more notable courses study de- 
tailing, they do, manv composition exercises based 
spelling, punctuation, author and text study, reports 
home reading and even memory work aside from the 
more formal set composition methods, the student 
education sees trend toward double tendency; first 
making composition the bond which all the elements 
English study are united one subject. and, second, all 
subjects are turn the same means oral and written 
expression, united under study method. 

That nearly all subjects may made furnish mater- 
ials for composition, conceded; but that composition 
methods underlie the study all branches, this presents 
deeper phase composition than ordinarily advocated, 
and involves the fundamental question education. 

Education has been defined the development and 
cultivation mind and will, well memory, and the 
imparting knowledge. One school whose advocates 
follow Locke, favors the use natural objects, the so- 
called nature studies, the fit material all education; 
another school, led Herbart. considers the deeds 
men the basic study the schools and advances history 
the proper medium education. Both schools have 
endeavored substantiate their claims ethical and 
logical grounds. But neither nature studies nor history 
can taught learned unless through the medium 
oral written expression. 

Composition has been nominallv described put- 
ting together.” This implies the gathering data, either 
self-observed gotten from others, given subject 
and theme; this information must properly ordered and 
then put into words which will convey others what the 
student wishes them know, feel, imagine. This, after 
all, only the rational method going about the study 
any subject. Hence the value composition for teach- 
ing pupils how think. Failure use this composition 
method results unintelligent recitations which the 
pupil has not mastered the subiect for himself. Thus the 
thought-provoking training possibly composition exer- 
cises each class lost.

learned think and work intelligently and independently.

Outlines—This method needs little explanation.

LEADING AMERICAN AUTHORESS— 


LOUISA MAY ALCOTT. 


the 29th November, 1832, little girl was born 
Germantown, Pennsylvania. Her father was Amos 
Bronson Alcott, noted educator, who his boyhood 
had vowed his mother that would become ac- 
complished scholar, and kept his vow. His mother, al- 
ways confident that would, lived see the promise 
fulfilled. All his life was gentle and refined, with the 
manners true gentleman. married Abba May, 
daughter Col. Joseph May Boston, whose an- 
cestors came Massachusetts 1640. was the 
time poor teacher and idealist, with high hopes and 
fine ideas but little money. The May family were op- 
posed their daughter’s marriage this penniless 
teacher, but she loved him devotedly, and made 
excellent husband and father. eldest daughter was 
named Anna Bronson Alcott. When Louisa was born 
wrote Col. May: “It with great pleasure that 
announce you the birth second daughter. She 
was born half-past twelve this morning, birth- 
day, and very fine healthful child, much more 
than Anna was birth; has fine foundation for health 
and energy character. Abba inclines call 
the babe Louisa May—a name her full every 
association connected with amiable benevolence and ex- 
alted worth. hope its present possessor may rise 
equal attainment, and deserve place the estimation 
society.” Thus that early age, Louisa gave promise 
the strong, active girl she was become, while her 
hope was more than realized the coming 
years, 

Two other daughters, Elizabeth Sewall and Abba May, 
were born into this happy family. Another glimpse 
Louisa’s infant days given letter one Mrs. 
Alcott’s friends. She writes: have dear little pet 
Mrs. Alcott’s Louisa. the prettiest, best little 
thing the world. You will wonder hear call 
anything young pretty, but really un- 
common degree; has fair complexion, dark bright 
eyes, long dark hair, high forehead, and altogether 
countenance more than usual intelligence.” 

Louisa early showed her active, roving habits, and her 
investigating mind. One time when the family went 
steamer from Philadelphia Boston, the two little girls 
were nicely dressed for the voyage; but they had not 
been long board when the lively Louisa could not 
found. long search she was brought from 
the engine room, “where her eager curiosity had carried 
and here she was having splendid time with plenty 
dirt which play. 

heritance child New England. the time her 
birth her father was school Germantonw, 
but two years later quitted and returned Boston, 


where opened his famous school Masonic Temple. 
earnest and successful teacher, believed making 
studies interesting pupils, and would not use the dull 
old-fashioned method learning rote. talked 
with his pupils friendly way great subjects. 
Louisa was too young attend the school except 
visitor, but she amused herself playing the Common, 
making friends with every child she met, and one time 
fell the frog pond. The six succeeding yeirs were 
spent Boston with occasional summer visit 
Scituate. When Louisa was about seven years old, she 
made visit friends Providence. She was de- 
scribed this time beautiful little girl look upon, 
with affectionate manners, more like her mother—a 
woman large stature, fine physique, and overflowing 
life, with warm, unselfish heart—than the other daugh- 
ters. Louisa began her journal this time, and, 
usual with her, wrote more her struggles and difficul- 
ties than her bright, sunny moods. little letter 
carefully printed and sent home during this visit pre- 
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served. she says that she not happy. She would 
have several spells feeling sad, and soon after would 
gay lark again. She loved play outdoors 
and would not stay because the weather happened 
unpleasant. 

1840, Mr. school having proved unsuccess- 
ful, the family moved Concord and lived pleasant 
house, with garden full trees, and large barn 
which the children could play. One cold morning, 
little half-starved bird was found the garden, and 
having warmed and fed it, Louisa was inspired write 
the following little poem “The Robin”: 

“Welcome, welcome, little stranger, 
Fear harm, and fear danger; 
are glad see you here, 

For you sing, ‘Sweet Spring near.’ 
Now the white snow melts away; 
Now the flowers blossom gay: 

Come dear bird and build your nest, 
For love our robin best.” 

Louisa was eight years old when she wrote this poem 
and her mother was delighted. From the lessons her 
father had taught her, she had learned write freely, 
but this was her first recorded verse. Mr. Alcott con- 
ducted the education his children with the most de- 
voted attention. When they were very small, would 
care for them, putting them bed, and using the even- 
ing hour teach them lessons love and wisdom. 
was full fun and would lie the floor and play that 
his long legs were compasses with which they might 
draw letters and diagrams. His children told him their 
little troubles. and was always ready help them. 

this time many famous people were living Con- 
cord. Emerson had two-story drab house, with horse- 
chestnut trees front it; Thoreau 
beautiful Walden lake, while nearby were Hawthorne and 
Channing. Thus the happy life the Alcott girls was 
shared the children Emerson, Hawthorne, Channing, 
and other prominent men letter then living the 
village. Here Mr. Alcott could live with little expense, 
and teach his daughters atmosphere culture 
which represented the best there was America that 
time. Louisa was always active and enthusiastic, getting 
into little troubles from her frankness and lack policy, 
but making friends with her generous heart. She was 
the Women,” who, when reproved for whist- 
ling Amy, the art-loving sister, replied: hate affected, 
niminy-piminy chits! I’m not young lady; 
turning hair makes one, I'll wear two 
tails till I’m twenty. hate think got grow up, 
and Miss March, and wear long gowns, and look 
prim china-aster!

The children were always required keep their jour- 
nals regularly.

Cats were the delight the household. The children 
played with them various ways, tended them sick- 
ness, and buried them with funeral honors when they 
died. “The Seven Black Cats” “Aunt Jo’s 
preserves the memory some these pets. Dolls 
were also favorites. Louisa putting hers through every 
experience life; feeding, educating, punishing, reward- 
ing. nursing, and even hanging and burying them. The 
account the “Sacrifice the Dolls” “The Naughty 
“Little Men” pleases all children its 
mixture solemnity and play.

Louisa was fond reading, and stored her mind with 
the thoughts such authors Plutarch, Scott, Gold- 
smith, Goethe, Emerson, Shakespeare, Margaret Fuller 
and George Sand.

After six weeks 
service she was attacked with typhoid fever, and com- 
pelled return home, where she was invalid for 
many months. Her hospital experiences were embodied 
book with the title “Hospital Sketches.” was 
full real life the front with its heroism, patience, 
and duty, that the public received eagerly and Miss 
Alcott had achieved her first real success. Her beautiful 
poem, “Thoreau’s Flute,” appeared the “Atlantic Month- 
new abridged edition “Moods” was accorded 
more flattering reception than its predecessor, and from 
this time Miss Alcott could dispose everything she 
wrote.

The home life-of the family was very happy this 
time.

HOW TEACH NUMBERS. 
Alexander Chaplain, Ph. 


All primary ideals numbers and their relations 
must obtained immediately through the senses and 
their repeated limitations numbers things, 
how many. 

“The Psychology Number,” the author speaks 
the process measuring from which number has its 
genesis.” The very best teachers the primary grades 
have accepted and base their practice upon this fundamen- 
tal truth, teaching number begins measure- 
ment.” And may add, that “The uses numbers end 
able measure things for the practical needs and uses 
life. Therefore, primary number work, pupils must 
required “to use their hands” and deal with magnitude 
—something measure. 

The young child more susceptible likenesses 
than differences. The judgments and classifications 
the pupil are therefore hasty and inexact. Before the 
pupil can make sharp distinctions, must first hve 
the means hand observe, and guidance forming 
appropriate judgments length, width and size objects 
contrasted and compared. 

The idea number and numerical operations should 
aqcuired from the concrete, and the first lessons 
number should based the practice measuring 
its varied applications, such joining lines together, divid- 
ing them, etc. The use lines, inch, pint, etc., 
not like the use splints, mere assembling individual 
things, but measuring quantities; and number 
essentially development quantity. For instance, 
joining lines together the pupil learns that four equal 
four ones, three and one, one and three, and two 
and two, two twos. The pupil learns, too, that one 
one-half four, thus learning fractions along with inte- 
gers. The pupil learns these facts joining lines to- 
gether; and knows them result actual experi- 
ment. 

soon the pupil masters the development 
number should taught associate with certain 
facts his daily life; as, for connection with 
the number four should developed actual measure- 
ment, the table liquid measure; with the number eight. 
the table dry measure; and with the number twelve, 
the foot hte months and the mysteries the clock face. 
this way the pupil will sure interested, and his 
powers both memory and judgment, will developed. 
The teacher should make such use graphic illustrations 
and concrete problems, such drawing scale, draw- 
ing squares, etc., cutting out paper inch, two-inch, 
four-inch square, etc. 

Froebel says, “What try represent begin 
understand.” 

The order treatment should, first, give the 
concrete form which will present the principle; second. 
develop the abstract principle law which has been 
illustrated; and, lastly, make various applications 
this principle series problems that will fit the 
knowledge number relations definitely the pupil’s 
mind. 

The number knowledge acquired the pupil should 
always applied the simplest form denominate 
numbers. This work will lead the pupil apply the 
numbers already learned his everyday experience, 
becoming familiar with few simple facts liquid and 
dry. measure, weight, etc. The pupil must urged 
construct simple problems which will apply these facts 
denominate numbers. 

The power see and construct new problems should 
cultivated, even from the beginning number work, 
more carefully than any other power, because discovers 
the most productive fields for the operation all the 
other powers. True self-activity the only educational 
process than can fully develop this power. 
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arithmetic pupils are usually asked solve problems’ 


from books those collected prepared their teach- 
ers. much more developing exercise have pupils 
prepare problems than confine their attention the 
solution problems. Problem making affords wider 
scope for originality and leads more intimate con- 
ception mathematical relations, numerical combina- 
tions, and arithmetical processes than problem solution. 
The making problem involves the logical principles 
underlying its solution. Pupils are more interested 
discovering new problems than solving those already 
made. They are more interested those made their 
fellow-pupils than those prepared their teachers 
found the text-books.

THE TEACHING GEOGRAPHY. 
Sister Christian Charity. 


Geography, study, may narrow broad, 
accordance with the definition applied the 
ally means description the earth. includes, 
therefore, narrative not only the various changes 
which have been produced man, but also those which 
have been caused nature. Geography considers not 
only the earth itself, but all that connected with it, 
hence involves numerous facts and principles relating 
various sciences. When viewed collection dis- 
connected, unrelated facts, appealing the memory alone, 
confusion ,but when regarded simple science, har- 
monious all its parts and adapted the gradual de- 
velopment young minds, becomes the nucleus 
school work. 

The study geography has threefold value, namely: 
irst, practical value affording information which 
every intelligent person must possess; second, disciplin- 
ary value offering problems for the intellectual facul- 
general value means culture. The 
fundamental question geographical instruction not 
what knowledge the earth and its inhabitants will 
helpful individual pupil, but what knowledge and 
training will useful pupils class, not only 
their outer activities, but also their inner life. The 
value geography school not measured 
chiefly its industrial and commercial utility, but rather 
what does furnish basis for knowledge cur- 
rent world events, for the intelligent reading history, 
and, above all, what does train the imagination 
and broaden and enrich subjective experience and en- 
joyment Geographical knowledge presents three distinct 
phases mental development, through which the pupils 
pass they advance the school course—the observa- 
tional, the intermediate and the scientific phase. The 
adaptation the subject matter and the method in- 
struction necessitate, therefore, three somewhat distinct 
follows: oral course home geography 

primary ideas and facts taught objectively; elemen- 
tary course, calling into requisition the use globes, 
maps and text books; and, lastly, scientific course 
mathematical and physical geography. 


Primary Geography. 

Little instruction that may properly called teaching 
geography can profitably imparted children under 
nine years age. the primary grades the courses 
nature study and object lessons are mainly given 
observation plants, animals and the general physical 
environment children; these lessons being merely the 
preliminaries and introduction the real study 
geography. The work should begin directing the 
pupil’s attention things around him. The simplest 
facts everyday experience will supply abundant ma- 
terial for interesting and profitable study, and, while thus 
instructing, the teacher must enter into the child’s life 
and endeavor see objects the child see them. 
the beginning the lessons should consist interesting 
and instructive conversations about common objects. They 
should asked only such questions appeal the 
understanding and stimulate thought. The objects 
the schoolroom, the playground, and the way 
and from school, furnish appropriate topics for such quer- 
ies, These exercises should aim encouraging the child 
express orally, knowledge gained through his own 
observations. The tendency discovery the child 
one that should stimulated, and the teacher who has 
taught his pupils the art investigation has rendered 
them service that not only adds the pleasure and 
happiness their childhood days, but also illuminates 
their entire future path progress. 

The knowledge which the child has acquired from 
his immediate surroundings will form standard from 
which more remote objects may comprehended and 


judged. There maxim which says: like 
begins home,” and this home geography 
personal experience should advance gradually the con- 
sideration the continents and the world whole. 
The introductory work consists mere conversations, 
and pictures various kinds may introduced serve 
lesson topics. 

primary geographic ideas and facts taught 
clearly the lessons home geography are embodied 
the following seven topics: 


Topics Home Geography. 

First. Food products and the occupations for which 
their cultivation calls. The spring and fall seasons are 
fitting times discuss agriculture, seeing the farmers 
busy with the fresh turned seeds, young plants, 
the fall may again turn their attention the 
products the gardens, orchards and fields. The farm- 
er’s stock, horses, cattle, sheep, ets., important 
part his outfit. The relation grain-raising stock- 
raising, and the profit the farmer combining the two 
are interest. 

Second. Building materials and related trades. The 
second topic calls for investigation the materials 
used for building purposes, brick, stone, sand, lime, 
lumber, and also the work and implements the laborers. 
seems advisable, some cases, reach beyond the 
horizon home, point out localities whence pine 
lumber obtained, where the brick made, what quar- 
ries furnish the stone, ete. 

Third. Clothing materials used, manufactured, ete. 
This topic will deal with cotton, wool, leather and other 
furs, that are produced our neighbor- 
hood, and the mills and factories and any other local 
industry bearing this sbuject. also well direct 
the children’s attention the special local industry 
their city town, such flour and saw mills, car 
railroad shops, factories for various products, coal mines, 

Fourth. Local commerce, roads, railroads. 
The chief wagon roads which the farmers, gardeners, 
dairymen bring their produce market establishes the 
idea town trade for receiving the raw products 
the surrounding country and turn distributing groc- 
eris, clothing, tools, the faremrs. advisable 
speak the various railroad lines the neighboring 
town, for they furnish ideas commerce larger 
lake, river canal, knowledge the boats and their 
cargo will great value. 

Fifth. The local surface features. Under this head 
may treated streams, hills and mountains, woods, 
springs and brooks, plains and valleys, islands and lakes, 
waterfalls and mill streams, difference soil and con- 
sequent difference products. The locality the schoo! 
determines great measure the time devoted 
these several subjects, hence this must left the 
judgment the teacher. 

Sixth. Home government the next problem 
faced. The town hall. the court house, the officers such 
the mayor, city council, police, furnish the best 
starting point. However, the city govenment should 
discussed its simplest form. 

seventh topic home geography found the 
observation the sun, the moon and the stars, the sea- 
sons, the varying lengths day and night. These grand 
and imposing object lessons belong directly the child’s 
home and form basis mathematical and physical geog- 
raphy. These instructions may followed series 
lessons the state which the pupils live, well 
few lessons the United States. 


Systematic Study Fifth Year. 

The fifth school year should find the pupils ready 
begin systematic study the earth the habitat 
man. This course should begin with brief review 
the preceding oral lessons, which may increasingly include 
exercises which the pupils pass from known objects 
conception like unknown objects. Thus from 
hill, clearly formed and analyzed, the pupil may 
led imagine very high hill, calling mountain, 
and thus reach the definition, mountain high ele- 
vation land.” This method procedure should 
employed giving definitions plain, valley, island, lake, 
divide and other surface features. 
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means globe pupils can without much difficulty 
taught the shape the earth, the location parallels 
and meridians, the equator, the topics and polar circles, 
the poles, the zones and their boundaries. They can also 
given general notion the climate, the several 
zones and their characteristic productions, plants ani- 
mals. This may followed lessons the continents 
and oceans, their comparative size, their zone belts and 
climates, the mountain and river systems the continents, 
their great plains, their peninsulas and outlying islands, 
their indenting seas, gulfs and bays, etc. this globe 
instruction lay special emphasis those striking char- 
acteristic features which may arise in. when the 
mental pictures the earth, continent ocean are pro- 
duced. These lessons the globe should reviewed 
means good outline map the world, which 
much superior globe for class purposes, the latter 
being too small for successful class work. There should, 
however. frequent references the globe and the indi- 
vidual pupil should handle and observe it. 

The teacher may now proceed systematic study 
the several grand divisions, their physical features and 
also their political divisions, cities and their commerce and 
industries. The study the political divisions North 
America properly centers the United States, its most 
important country and one special interest Ameri- 
can youth. Much time required the study the 
states and territories separately, including their boundaries, 
areas, physical features, cities, productions, industries, 
commerce, etc. generally conceded that better re- 
sults are attained studying the states groups, 
sections, with comparatively little attention their sep- 
arate treatment, the home state excepted, which 
above all exclusive consideraion. 

Having acquired general but definite knowledge 
the United States and their home state, the pupils are 
prepared for complete study South America, the 
Eastern Continent and Australia. then becomes neces- 
sary study Europe, Asia and Africa the light 
their industrial, commercial and historical relations the 
United States, thus the order which they are taken 
immaterial. usually found best follow the 
order the text book. The pupils having acquired gen- 
eral conception the more important physical features 
each grand division, due attention should given 
the political divisions. While not feasible study 
the several countries detail, their most important char- 
acteristics should taught, and might considered 
waste time rather than anything else request the 
pupils memorize the exact heights mountains, lengths 
rivers, etc. 


Three Important Steps. 


the study the grand divisions three successive 
steps may here presented for consideration, the first 
being the interpretation the map map reading. 
this, all other predagogical procedures, the pupil 
should told nothing which can led discover 
for himself. All important places described should have 
their location indicated. The teacher should require the 
pupil point out the map every city, state, country 
natural grand division that attempts describe. 
The method may varied from time time, both 
preserve interest and establish the pupils knowledge. 
One pupil may point out localities and name them order, 
some other pupil may name them; the teacher may 
indicate some locality, requiring pupils not only name 
the place, but also state some fact connection with 
it. Much emphasis should placed upon map reading. 
Call attention the numbers the margins and 
the lines and scale given each may, also clock faces. 
ruler strip paper may used estimate distance 
Every mark the map has its significance. 

The next step establish the facts discovered, and 
learn other facts drawing the map progressively, 
tracing features they are studied. Map drawing places 
the pupil the attitude maker instead passive 
interpreter. stimulates the closest observation de- 
tail and form. Like any exercise feebly attempted, little 
will come this work unless there systematic effort. 
properly performed, will yield both power and prac- 
tical results. Map drawing should rapid, free hand, 
and, course, accurate possible. many schools 
was formerly, and some still, taught art, 


and much time devoted the making accurate and 
finished maps, the same being more less faithful copies 
the engraved maps geographies. Skill the art 
map making was the conscious end effort, the true 
purpose map drawing aid geographical study 
being almost wholly overlooked. The impressiveness 
such lessons depends the map being constructed 
the blackboard the presence the pupils, and, 
were, with their help; little nothing wuold gained 
were the teacher draw the map privately beforehand 
and present them complete.

Refer the great institu- 
tions learning, the state university, the agricultural 
college, the Michigan college mines, the state normal 
schools, etc., the various benevolent institutions for the 
blind, deaf, feeble-minded, and other establishments 
meet the demands government and philanthropy. Due 
attention must given the commercial resources, agri- 
cultural and commercial products marking fruit belts, 
grain and lumber regions, localities noted for copper, iron, 
salt, etc. will well mark the principal railroad 
and steamship lines. This method proceeding may 
followed drawing other states, sections and countries. 

The map may drawn first from observation and next 
from memory, the following order: First, boundaries; 
second, mountains; third, rivers; fourth, cities; fifth, pro- 
ductions; sixth, railroads, etc. Map drawing outline 
may extended the continents and principal coun- 
tries. will found profitable this connection 
drill the pupils locating chief commercial cities, such 
way represent the general direction one from 
the other, New York, Boston, Philadelphia, Chicago, 
New Orleans, San Francisco, Paris, Berlin, Rome, Vienna, 
etc. Comparative lessons are also productive excellent 
results. For example, compare Michigan (south pen.) and 
Florida; North America and South America; Spain and 
Arabia; the North Temperate Zone and the South Temper- 
ate Zone with respect (1) location; (2) size; (3) con- 
tour; (4) surface; (5) latitude; (6) climate; (7) produc- 
tions; (8) people. Rivers, cities, mountain ranges, etc., 
may compared similar manner. The oral study 
the grand divisions from the map and its reproduction 
are followed review drills which the pupil should 
state proper order the facts learned. The map ques- 
tions the text book are deemed expedient only after 
the map has been studied and reviewed. 


Method Questioning.

Should the pupil 
reciting omit anything importance, may supple- 
mented the judicious questioning the teacher. 

The several courses instruction and study should 
give pupils not only fair knowledge local and 
geography, but also knowledge the physical features 
and phenomena the earth well commercial and 
mathematical geography. The physical features have been 
learned the study separate portions the earth, 
but the scientific study them reserved good part 
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for physical geography. This separate study gen- 
erally pursued the upper grammar grades, the 
lower classes high school. the elements 
the subject simple form can mastered without 
special difficulty the eighth grade. When properly 
taught, physical geography proves attractive and fruit- 
ful study. also great importance and high 
educative influence the pupils the higher grades 
treat commercial geography, embracing foreign and 
domestic commerce. The teacher should establish correct 
ideas commercial highways, oceans, lakes, rivers, 
canals, etc. Much the inland traffic among the savage 
and barbarous tribes Asia and Africa carried 
caravans camels. Mules are employed for the same 
mountainous countries, crossing the 
Andes. 

most the trade the principal commercial cen- 
ters the world carried vessels crossing the 
oceans various directions, routes travel will furnish 
excellent topics for the study commercial geography, 
and enterprising teacher will not fail arouse the 
pupil’s interest and inspire them great exertion. 

Although thorough study mathematical geography 
branch the high school curriculum, yet under- 
standing its elementary principles can successfully 
imparted pupils the higher grades. the whole 
conception plain the teacher and the various points 
are represented orally with clearness, the average 
eighth grade pupil will interested and instructed. 
The teacher should, for instance, illustrate the form and 
relative size the earth, the motion and the changes 
affected them, the solar system, etc.

Hence, the 
proper place, touch briefly the work our early mis- 
sionaries, Catholic explorers and pioneer settlers, the es- 
tablishment our Catholic institutions 
Catholic university, seminaries, colleges, the various char-
